1947.

2 . In these rules, unless there is anything 
repugnant in the subject or context - 

(i) “ Cattle " includes Bull , Bullock , Cow 
or Calf, 

3 . ( a ) No person shall slaughter or cause to 
be slaughtered or offer or sell for slaughter any 
of the following class of cattle - 

( i) Cattle below 3 years of age. 

(ii ) Male cattle between 3 and 10 years 
of age which are used or likely to be used as 
beast of burden or draught or for riding , 
breeding or for religious or show purposes . 

( iii ) All cows between 3 and 10 years of 
age which are capable of producing milk . 

(iv ) All cow which aro pregnant or in 
milk or capable of giving milk . 

(b ) Any civil Veterinary Officer in Ajmer 
Merwara whether gazetted or non -gazetted 
would be competent to object to the slaughter 
of a partirular Animal for which purpose he 
will have the right of access to a butchery or a 
place where to his knowledge slaughter of such 
an animal is being done , provided that in the 
camp of the veterinary officer being a non -gazet 
ted one, the person in charge of the butchery 
will have a right to make a reference to the 
Animal Husbandry Officer , Ajmer-Merwara 
whose decision would be Anal, 

( c ) No nemoon shall slaughter or cause to 
he slaughtered on Thursdays in Nasirabad and 
Fridạys in other places in Ajmer -Merwara .
